Open  heart 

Surgery  for  Elder  Kimball 


Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball,  acting 
president  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of 
the  Church,  will  undergo  open  heart 
surgery  today  in  the  LDS  Hospital  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  according  to  the  Church 
Information  Service. 

President  Kimball,  age  77,  entered  the 
hospital  Monday  after  participating  in 
sessions  of  General  Conference.  He 
attended  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
and  spoke  at  the  opening  session 
Thursday. 

Elder  Kimball  has  been  a member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  since  October 
7,  1941  and  in  January  of  1970  became 
acting  President  of  the  Council. 

Fatigue  resulting  from  a heart  attack 
suffered  by  Elder  Kimball  15  years  ago 
has  been  a major  factor  leading  to  today’s 
surgery,  according  to  a Church 
spokesman. 

Elder  Kimball’s  history  has  been  one 


speckled  with  illness.  He  came  close  to 
drowning  once,  suffered  facial  paralysis, 
had  a serious  case  of  typhoid  fever  and 
smallpox  and,  in  1957,  underwent 
surgery  for  a malignancy  in  his  throat. 
The  operation  resulted  in  the  loss  of  one 
. vocal  cord  and  part  of  another  and  a 
temporary  loss  of  speech. 

Elder  Kimball’s  power  of  speech  has 
made  him  a respected  public  speaker  and 
has  numerous  volumes  of  printed 
sermons. 

At  the  age  of  eleven  years.  President 
Kimball  received  a patriarchal  blessing 
which  stated,  “the  Lord  will  bless  you 
with  the  gift  of  language  and  power  to 
portray  before  that  people  (the 
Lamanites)  the  Gospel  in  great 
plainness.” 

As  a fulfillment  of  that  blessing  perhaps 
no  other  General  Authority  has  devoted 
as  much  time  in  speaking  to  and  visiting 
with  the  Lamanite  people. 
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Airlines  pressured  on 
passenger  screening 


While  United  Airlines  president  Edward 
Carlson  yesterday  called  for  immediate 
prosecution  and  “substantial  sentences” 
for  hijacking,  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  charged  that  United  and 
Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,  both  involved 
in  weekend  air  piracies,  failed  to  comply 
with  government  requirements  for 
screening  passengers. 

A Denver-Los  Angeles  United  Airlines 
flight  was  hijacked  Friday  night  with  the 
hijacker  bailing  out  over  Provo.  BYU 
senior  Richard  McCoy  Jr.  is  being  held  by 
police  for  the  $500,000  heist.  A 
preliminary  hearing  for  McCoy  has  been 
set  for  April  19. 

The  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines 
hijacking  attempt  was  thwarted  in 
Portland,  Oregon  Sunday  when  a 
middle-aged  accountant,  demanding 
$500,000  and  waving  a bottle  of  fake 
nitroglycerin,  surrendered  to  authorities 
after  letting  passengers  and  crew  deplane. 

According  to  United  Press 
International,  the  FAA  said  it  had  sent 
“notices  of  investigation”  to  both  airlines 
and  gave  them  20  days  to  respond.  The 
investigation  could  lead  to  civil  penalties 
of  a maximum  of  $1,000  fine  by  the 
FAA  for  each  violation. 

All  U.S.  airlines  were  required  recently 
to  use  elaborate  screening  systems  to 
prevent  passengers  from  smuggling  guns 
and  explosives  aboard  commercial 
aircraft.  However,  three 
extortion-by-airliner  attempts  were  made 
in  the  last  five  days. 

In  Portland,  where  “D.B.  Cooper” 
started  it  all.  Major  Burton  Davenport, 
56,  of  Vancouver,  Wash,  and  an 
accountant  for  the  Washington  State 


Highway  Dept,  was  charged  for 
threatening  to  destroy  an  aircraft  after  an 
attempted  piracy  armed  with  a flask  of 
fake  nitroglycerin. 

In  Salt  Lake  City  yesterday  it  was 
reported  the  McCoy  was  flying  a 
helicopter  Saturday  within  15  miles  of 
the  search  that  ended  with  his  arrest  the 
next  morning. 

According  to  Maj.  Gen.  Maurice  Watts, 
McCoy  showed  up  at  the  Salt  Lake  City 
International  airport  Saturday  to  do  his 
“ET”-equivalent  training,  to  make  up 
for  duty  time  owed. 

He  said  the  29-year-old  BYU  student, 

. who  has  served  two  hitches  in  Vietnam, 
flew  an  army  photographer  to  Camp 
Williams,  40  miles  southwest,  during  the 
morning.

i pressure  cooker  through  the  ceiling. 

' Rushing  to  the  scene,  they  quickly 
,i  discovered  the  evidence  on  the  walls: 
venison. 

' Here  is  the  story  as  authorties  have 
pieced  it  together: 

m Frank  Bohman,  a BYU  graduate 
assistant  in  youth  leadership,  was 
boiling  40  lbs.  of  venison  in  a pressure 
cooker  at  his  home,  1008  W.  200  N. 

He  left. 

Soon  after,  through  some 
unidentifiable  defect,  the  pressure 
cooker  blew  apart. 

THE  TOP  went  through  the  attic  and 
ceiling. 

The  bottom  blew  out  the  stove. 

The  pressure  shattered  the  windows 
of  the  home. 

And  the  bathroom  sink  fell  for  good 
measure. 

The  neighbors  reported  seeing  a cloud 
of  smoke  or  steam  rising  from  the  hole 
in  the  attic. 

“It’s  been  kind  of  exciting,” 
commented  Bohman,  as  he  and  nine 
others  worked  fast  to  clean  the  40 
pounds  of  venison  from  the  walls. 

“We’ve  got  to  get  it  off  before  it  dries, 
or  I’ll  have  a new  kind  of  wallpaper.” 

With  the  lid  off  the  cooker,  it  was  a 
good  excuse  for  a party  and  spring 
cleaning,  he  said. 

Bohman  added  that  he  did  not  have 
pressure  cooker  insurance  but  that  all 
the  damage  was  cleaned  up  before  the 
day  was  out. 

That’s  a dear  price  to  pay  for  venison.

The  last  time  Mattingly  went  through  the  big  exam  for  Apollo  13  in 
April,  1970,  he  passed  with  flying  colors  only  to  learn  two  days  later  he 
had  a potential  case  of  German  measles  and  had  to  give  up  his  seat  for 
the  fli^t. 

Why  beef  prices  jumped 

Retail  beef  prices  jumped  early  this  year  because  of  a short-run 
supply  drop— not  because  of  any  profiteering  by  retailers,  food  chain 
spokesman  told  Congress  yesterday.

97  per  cent  tax  returns  fraudulent 


CHICAGO  (UPI)  - Treasury 
Secretary  John  B.  Connally  said 
yesterday  a spot  check  of  income 
tax  returns  prepared  for  taxpayers 
by  tax  services  showed  97  per 
cent  were  fraudulently  prepared. 

Connally  told  the  50th  annual 
Association  of  Broadcasters 
Convention  that  a check  of  400 
returns  in  the  Southeast  prepared 
by  persons  other  than  the 
taxpayers  showed  an  “incredible 
performance. . . .a  rather  amazing 
statistic.!’ 

“We  will  check  hundreds, 
thousands,  perhaps  even  millions 
of  tax . returns  that  we  had  not 
anticipated  checking  on  the  basis 
of  this  survey,”  Connally  said. 

“Is  this  symptomatic  of  what  is 
happening  in  this  country?”  he 
asked.  “Obviously  this  requires 
action  and  we  are  going  to  take 
it.”

to  him  for  he  could  not  read 
them,  and  unless  he  could  sell 
them  the  pennies  invested  would 
be  wasted.  He  decided  to  try 
selling  them  in  a restaurant.  After 
being  kicked  out  of  the  restaurant 
four  times  he  sold  all  of  his 
papers,  got  a dime  bonus,  was 
allowed  to  continue  selling  in  the 
restaurant,  and  became  good 
friends  with  the  manager. 

“Years  later,”  he  wrote,  “1  used 
to  think  of  that  httle  boy,  almost 
as  if  he  were  not  me  but  some 
strange  friend  from  long  ago. 
Once,  after  I had  made  my 
fortune  and  was  head  of  a large 
insurance  empire,  I analyzed  that 
boy’s  actions  in  the  light  of  what  I 
had  learned.” 

He  went  on  to  explain  that  the 
threat  of  losing  his  customers  and 


investment  was  the  inspiration  to 
action  he  needed.  The  know-how 
was  developed  after  three  trips  in 
and  out  of  the  restaurant  for  he 
acquired  the  technique  for  selling 
papers  in  restaurants.  Since  he  had 
seen  the  older  boys  sell  papers  he 
could  imitate  them,  which  gave 
him  activity  knowledge. 

Whatever  situations  arose  he 
analyzed  them  to  understand  why 
he  had  succeeded  or  failed.  A 
scoutmaster  once  counseled  him,” 
‘‘When  you  go  after 
something— don’t  come  back  until 
you  get  it.” 

He  later  determined  that  a 
person  is  subject  to  their 
environment  and  should  therefore 
select  the  environment  that  will 
allow  them  to  develop  to  their 
desired  objective.

Hydrogen  engine 

Editor: 

The  article  written  by  Dave  Clemens  and 
published  in  the  April  3rd  Universe  is  so 
misleading  that  I feel  compelled  to  supply 
corrections. 

First  of  all,  contrary  to  the  content  of  the 
article,  the  hydrogen  engine  is  not 
"revolutionary"  inasmuch  as  many  articles  have 
been  published  about  such  an  engine— some  as 
long  ago  as  1932. 

Secondly,  the  problems  of  "carrying  the 
volatile  fuel"  as  a liquid  have  not  been  solved. 
A little  reading  would  reveal  that  billions  were 
expended  in  the  now  defunct  Centaur  rocket 
program  in  an  effort  to  handle  this  cryogenic 
liquid.  It  is  totally  unfeasable  to  carry  enough 
fuel  in  a private  vehicle. 

Finally,  a call  to  our  local  hydrogen  supplier 
(Whitmore  Oxygen  Co.),  a glance  at  the  price 
on  the  gasoline  pump  and  a few 
thermodynamic  calculations  show  that  energy 
from  hydrogen  is  eighty  times  more  expensive 
than  energy  from  gasoline.  Hydrogen  is  not 
economically  promising  as  a fuel  and  would 
actually  cost  about  one  dollar  per  mile. 

Is  it  not  clear  whether  these  inaccuracies  stem 
from  Mr.  Billings  as  a source  of  information  or 
if  Mr.  Clemens  simply  used  an  excessive  amount 
of  editorial  license.  In  any  event,  the  resultant 
article  did  not  present  the  correct  facts  which 
are  that  the  hydrogen  engine  is  an  interesting, 
but  not  very  promising,  technical  toy.  A bona 
fide  senior  in  chemistry  would  know  better 
than  to  assume  these  absurd  ideas.

ihis  is  the  beginning  of  an  intense 
political  activity  when  men  of  every 
persuasion  in  the  political  arena  will  be 
clamoring  for  attention  and  acceptance 
by  the  electorate.  There  will  be 
controversy,  debate,  conflict  and 
contention,  which  seem  to  be  the  order 
of  a political  campaign. 

The  obvious  hazard  is  that  when  these 
elected  leaders  have  been  maligned  and 
down-graded,  that  the  seeds  of  disrespect 
to  authority  and  law  and  order  are  sown 
in  the  minds  of  youth,  particularly, 
instead  of  respectful  obedience  to  the 
counsel  and  the  laws  enacted  by  those 
whose  integrity  and  honesty  have  been 
thus  impugned. 

Today  we  are  constantly  hearing  from 
the  unenlightened,  and  misguided  who 
demand  what  they  call  free  agency,  by 
which  they  apparently  mean,  as 
evidenced  by  their  conduct,  that  they 
have  their  agency  to  do  as  they  please,  or 
to  exercise  their  own  self-will  to 
determine  what  is  law  and  order,  what  is 
right  and  wrong  or  what  is  honor  and 
virtue. 

A moment’s  reflection  will  help  you  to 
see,  that  when  one  sets  himself  up  to 
make  his  own  rules  and  presumes  to 
know  no  law  but  his  own,  he  is  but 
echoing  the  plan  of  Satan  who  sought  to 
ascend  to  God’s  throne,  as  it  were,  in 
being  the  judge  of  all  that  rules  mankind 
and  the  world. 


-Now  in  the  exercise  of  the  God-given 
right  of  free  agency,  or  freedom  of 
choice,  how  may  one  distinguish  between 
what  is  truth  and  what  is  error? 

May  I now  in  a few  moments  speak  of 
certainties  upon  which  one  may  depend 
in  his  search  for  truth. 

The  first  of  which  I would  speak  is  that 
which  is  referred  to  in  the  scriptures  as 
the  Light  of  Christ,  the  Spirit  of  Truth,  or 
Spirit  of  God. 

To  those  not  acquainted  with  the 
language  of  the  scriptures  it  might  be 
explained  that  the  Light  of  Christ  could 
be  described  as  one’s  conscience  or  voice 
of  the  divine  within  one’s  own  soul. 

In  my  young  manhood  as  a public 
official,  I was  given  some  wise  counsel  by 
a Church  leader.  He  said:  “The  only  thing 
we  will  ever  ask  you  to  do,  is  to  vote  for 
that  which  in  your  heart  you  feel  is  right. 
We  would  rather  many  times  over  that 
you  would  make  a mistake  doing  that 
which  you  felt  was  right,  than  to  vote  just

for  policy’s  sake.”  I pass  these  wise  words 
of  counsel  to  others  in  public  office  for 
what  they  are  worth,  and  strongly  urge 
that  those  of  you  having  heavy 
responsibilities  in  public  office  or 
elsewhere  should  meditate  prayerfully, 
and  give  the  Lord  a chance  to  aid  you  in 
solving  the  problems  of  life. 


Now  another  certainty  of  which  I 
would  speak: 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
has  been  mentioned  several  times  by 
speakers  in  this  Conference  as  the  basis  of 
wise  decisions  in.  fundamental  principles 
as  applied  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  law 
and  order  because  it  wis  framed  by  men 
whom  God  raised  up  for  this  very 
purpose.  But  in  addition  to  that  inspired 
document- 

We  must  always  keep  in  mind,  that  the 
greatest  weapons  that  can  be  forged 
against  any  false  philosophy  are  the 
positive  teachings  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ. 


It  has  been  well  said  that  one  does  hot 
teach  honesty  by  telling  a man  how  to 
burglarize  a safe;  nor  do  we  teach  chastity 
by  telling  a youth  all  about  sexual 
practices. 

So  likewise,  it  is  inspired  wisdom  that 


our  efforts  must  be  spent  in  teaching 
truth  by  the  power  of  Almighty  God  and 
thus  forge  the  most  powerful  of  all 
weapons  against  the  vicious  doctrines  of 
Satan. 


Now  a third  certainty  if  we  would  be 
safe: 

Those  who  have  served  as  public 
officials  soon  learned  that  there  was 
always  the  imperative  necessity  of 
deciding  whether  or  not  demands  on  a 
controversial  issue  were  being  made  by  a 
well-organized  loud  minority  or  by  a 
greater  majority  of  those  who  might  be 
less  vocal  but  whose  cause  was  just  and  in 
accordance  with  righteous  principles. 
Always  we  would  do  well  to  reflect  upon 
the  counsel  of  a wise  king  of  ancient 
times  and  I quote:  “Do  your  business  by 
the  voice  of  the  people.  It  is  not  common 
that  the  voice  of  the  people  is  contrary  to 
that  which  is  right;  but  is  is  common  for 
the  lesser  part  of  the  people  to  desire  that 
which  is  not  right.  ” (Mosiah  29:26) 

Let  this  counsel  of  that  wise  ancient 
king  be  our  counsel  to  our  Church 
members  and  the  honorable  of  the  earth 
everywhere-Be  alert  and  active  in  your 
business  and  political  interests.  The  great 
danger  in  any  society  is  apathy,  and  a 
failure  to  be  alert  to  the  issues  of  the 
day-when  applied  to  principles  or  to  the 
election  of  public  officials. 


Little

wanders

Little  Charlie  Chaplin  is  back  and 
times  have  sure  changed. 

Monday  night  at  the  Academy 
Awards  presentation,  amid  tears  and 
applause,  Chaplin  expressed  his 
deep-felt  thanks  for  the  plaudits  and 
honors  America  has  given  him  since  his 
return. 

Yet  it  was  not  always  that  way. 

Few  of  the  student  body  were  bodies 
when  the  lovable  little  tramp  wandered 
from  his  Hollywood  room  and  had  the 
door  slammed  and  locked  before  he 
could  get  back  in. 

Chaplin  had  not  set  foot  in  the  United 
States  since  Atty.  Gen.  James  P. 
McGranery  rescinded  his  entry  permit 
on  Sept.  19,  1952,  whUe  the  actor  was 


at  sea  enroute  to  England.  Without  the 
permit,  British  subject  Chaplin  could 
not  return  to  the  United  States. 

According  to  the  judgement  of  the 
stirred-up,  up-tempo  anti-anti-ists  of 
that  time,  Chaplin  was  guilty  of 
“subversive  activities”  and  “grave  moral 
charges”— a paternity  suit. 

Several  times  Chaplin  appeared  before 
the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee  on  charges  of  being  a 
Communist.  Senator  Harry  Cain 
(R-Wash.),  ofttimes  denounced  Chaplin 
as  “giving  allegiance  to  Stalin”  and 
urged  the  passage  of  legislation  to 
deport  him. 

All  Charlie  said  was,  “I  am  not  a 
Communist.  I. am  a peace  monger.” 

His  va^e  criticisms  of  this  nation’s 


social  system  were  unwelcome  at  a time 
when  America  was  embroiled  in  a cold 
war.  Said  one  author:  “His  pursuit  of  a 
deep  concern  for  preserving  man’s 
humanity  was  the  source  of  all  his 
troubles.” 

Today,  ironically,  Jerry  Rubin,  Jane 
Fonda  (who  stood  next  to  Chaplin 
during  the  awarding  Monday)  and 
others  openly  advocated  overthrowing 
the  system  and  have  only  produced  a 
small  ripple. 

And  now,  Chaplin  is  back. 

Apparently,  America  is  changing.  We 
have  achieved  a great  deal  more 
tolerance  for  the  small  minority  of  the 
country  who  cry  louder  than  children 
and  have  less  power. 

Vive  la  difference! 
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...  is  honesty.” 


‘Honesty  only  way,’  says  Mrs.  Spafford 


“There  are  countless  honest  and 
trustworthy  people,”  asserted 
Mrs.  Belle  S.  Spafford  yesterday 
in  Devotional  assembly. 

The  president  of  the  Relief 
Society  of  the  Church  challenged 
the  belief  that  a person  has  to  be 
dishonest  to  be  successful. 

Mrs.  Spafford  admitted  there 
were  numerous  instances  of 
dishonesty  in  the  world  today. 
She  gave  examples  including  the 
robbery  of  a Mormon  handicraft 
shop  in  Salt  Lake  City  by  six 
well-dressed  young  men  and  the 


shoplifting  in  one  New  York  store 
which  was  so  severe  during 
Christmas  that  it  exceeded  the 
profits  of  the  store. 

Many  people  are  dishonest  for 
kicks,  Mrs.  Spafford  said.  They 
commit  a dishonest  act  to  prove 
to  their  buddies  that  they’re  big 
enough,  brave  enough,  and  smart 
enough  to  do  such  a thing.  But 
the  “greatest  challenge  is 
honesty,”  she  stated,  and  went  on 
to  define  it. 

“One  who  is  strictly  honest 
always  has  respect  for  the 


property  and  rights  of  others  and 
stays  within  the  law,’’  she 
explained. 

Honesty  is  achieved  through 
“constant  appraisal  of  one’s 
self.  . . and  the  motives  that 
prompt  what  one  does,”  Mrs. 
Spafford  continued,  and  honesty 
grows  easier  with  practice. 

She  told  those  present  that 
“Latter-day  Saints  have  no  need 
to  question  the  course  to  pursue,” 
and  urged  them  to  train 
themselves  to  be  sensitive  to  the 
satisfying  aspects  of  honesty.

China  Revisited

A Chinese  newspaper  featuring  Pres.  Nixon  and 
his  meetings  with  Mao  Tse-tung  and  Chou  En-lai 
has  been  donated  to  BYU. 

Nicholas  Platt,  assistant  to  Secretary  of  State 
Rogers,  donated  the  Feb.  22,  1972,  issue  of  the 
Peking  People’s  News  to  the  BYU  library,  on  April 
3,  during  a speech  at  BYU  Parents’  Weekend. 

The  paper  is  now  on  view  as  part  of  Special 
Collections,  407  JRCL. 

According  to  Dr.  Spencer  J.  Palmer,  chairman  of 
Asian  Studies,  and  Dr.  Gary  S.  Williams,  of  the 
Asian  and  Slavic'  Languages  department,  the 
letterpress  tabloid  headline  reads,  “Chairman  Mao 
Tse-tung  Greets  President  Nixon.”  The  two-page 
story  contains  mostly  statements  of  fact 
concerning  the  trip.  Smiling  pictures  of  Chou  and 
Mao  talking  with  President  Nixon  and  details  of 
officials  attending  the  banquets  and  meetings 
comprise  the  majority  of  the  article. 

During  his  April  3rd  address  he  discussed  the 
purpose  and  affect  of  the  trip  to  China. 

“A  peaceful  world  is  not  possible  to  achieve 
when  pne  of  the  major  participants  of  the  world 
community  is  not  consulted,”  he  said. 

Platt  stated  that  President  Nixon  and  his 
entourage’s  mission  was  an  attempt  to  reestablish 
communications  with  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China  after  23  years  of  opposition.  According  to 
Platt,  this  goal  was  met. 

“Although  no  major  agreements  were  signed  we 
made  some  important  beginnings  in  several  fields. 
The  two  governments  agreed  to  facilitate  cultural, 
educational,  sports,  and  journalistic  contacts 
between  the  Chinese  and  the  American  people,” 
he  stated. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  agreement 
concerned  rules  of  international  conduct  with  the 
intent  of  reducing  the  risk  of  confrontation  in 
Asia,  expressed  Platt.  The  two  sides  opposed 
Pacific  domination  by  any  one  power.  They  also 
agreed  that  the  fates  of  other  nations  should  not 
be  negotiated  behind  their  backs.

Fruit  loss  after 
killer  frost  in 
multi -millions 

Freezing  temperatures  the  last 
week  of  March  virtually  destroyed 
rnfi'ch  of  the  1972  fruit  crop, 
causing  losses  of  several  million 
dollars  to  Utah  fruit  growers. 

In  a report  released  by  the  Utah 
Extension  Service,  the  Utah 
Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  recently  it  was  stated 
that  the  freeze  was  not  only  a 
tragic  blow  to  Utah  fruit  growers, 
fruit  workers,  but  to  all  allied 
businesses  geared  to  the  fruit 
industry. 

Apricots,  the  report  said,  are 
expected  to  be  a total  loss  and 
sweet  cherry  loss  heavy  in  most 
major  areas,  including  Utah 
County. 

The  extent  of  loss  to  sour 
cherries,  peaches,  pears,  and 
apples  is  less,  but  considerable, 
while  some  peaches  remain  in 
bloom  in  northern  Utah. 

The  report  explained  that 
durj^ng  the  first  week  of  April 
nearly  every  day  was  suitable  for 
work  in  most  areas. 

Tuition  change 

Students  planning  to  register  for 
night  classes  during  the  summer 
session  will  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  a reduced  tuition 
scale.

Richards  ‘wants  to  play’ 


LaVell  Edwards 

What’s  he  doing  now? 

He  has  an  upholstery  business 
back  in  his  home  town  of  Heber, 
Arizona.  He  didn’t  have  the  desire 
to  go  to  school  here, 
academically. 

We  understand  that  you  are 
going  to  move  Paul  Howard  to  the 
offensive  line.  Who  will  you  run  at 
the  defensive  tackles  to  take 
Crandall’s  and  Howard’s  places? 

We  have  some  good  prospects. 
Grant  Wells  will  probably  fOl  one 
tackle  spot,  and  we’ll  fill  the  other 
position  from  a group  led  by  Paul 
Linford,  Wayne  Baker  and  Wally 
Molifua. 

What  about  next  year?  Do  you 
plan  on  passing  more  than  last 
season? 

Definitely.  We’re  going  to  more 
of  a pro  style  offense,  and  we’re 
going  to  throw  the  football.  We 
won’t  sacrifice  our  running  attack, 
however.  To  pass  effectively,  you 
must  run,  but  we  need  more 
emphasis  on  throwing  the  ball 
than  we’ve  had  recently. 

Who  does  it  look  like  at  this 
point  will  be  the  BYU 
quarterback? 

It’ll  be  decided  this  spring. 
Initially,  we’ll  start  with  Dave 
Terry,  and  then  we’ll  go  from 
there.  We’ll  give  a good  look  at 
Brian  Gunderson,  Bill  August  and 
Terry  McEwen  from  the  freshman 
team,  and  see  who  fits  our  offense 
the  best. 


There  has  been  a lot  of 
controversy  about  Golden 
Richards  and  his  status  as  a 
student  and  a football  player  at 
BYU.  In  an  exclusive  Universe 
interview,  Richards  “cleared  the 
air”  about  his  future  plans  and 
aspirations,  and  made  some 
revealing  comments. 

“I  think  BYU  can  win  the  WAC 
next  year,”  Richards  said.  “I’m  a 
little  upset  about  the  bad 
publicity  I’ve  been  getting, 
especially  those  people  that  have 
said  I’m  not  in  school.  My 
attendance  has  been  bad,  but  I 
intend  to  make  my  classes,  and 
retain  eligibility  for  next  year.” 

“After  the  first  of  the  year,  I 
had  a bad  attitude  about  school,” 
Richards  said.  He  continued,  “I 
received  three  incompletes  in 
classes  last  semester,  and  I intend 
to  make  those  up.  With  those 
incompletes  made  up  (eight 
hours)  and  my  18  hours  this 
semester.  I’ll  have  enough  credits 
to  be  eligible  in  the  fall.” 
(Richards  needs  24  hours  of 
classes  between  seasons  to  retain 
eligibility.) 


Richards  reports  that  he  was 
considering  dropping  out  of 
school,  after  a lucrative  pro  grid 
offer  from  Canada.  But  now,  he 
says,  “I  have  decided  to  finish 
school,  both  in  studies  and 
football.  I want  to  show  people 
that  I can  do  it.  Coach  Edwards  is 
a great  man,  he’s  the  reason  I 
came  to  BYU,  and  I don’t  want  to 


let  him  down.  I feel  that  I can 
make  a contribution  to  the 
program  here.  Now  that  my  mind 
is  made  up  and  my  attitude  is 
better.  I can  do  it.” 

The  fleet  BYU  flanker  said  that 
personal  problems  had  his  mind 
unsettled  after  his  poor  academic 
performance  in  the  fall,  and  that 
he  almost  accepted  the  offer  to 
join  the  pros. 

But  now,  he  says,  “I  intend  to 
start  hitting  my  studies  nght 
away.

Says  Mayfield 

No  simple  solutions  to  Mid-east  war 


“There  are  no  simple  answers” 
to  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict, 
according  to  Dr.  James  B. 
Mayfield,  authority  on 
Mid-Eastern  affairs  visiting  the 
campus  yesterday. 

Dr.  Mayfield,  former  director  of 
thfe  Peace  Corps,  spoke  at  noon  in 
the  Varsity  Theater. 

The  Israelis  are  “looking  for  a 
land  of  their  own,”  said  Dr. 
Mayfield,  “They  want  to  gain 
freedom  and  independence.” 

He  expressed  three  major  fears 
in  connection  with  the  struggle. 


First,  Mayfield  conjectured  that  if 
the  Israelis  turned  to  nuclear 
warfare  they  would  be  defeated. 
Secondly,  Mayfield  fears  the 
involvement  of  American  troops 
by  1975.  Mayfield’s  final  fear  was 
that  the  Millenium  would  arrive 
before  the  war  had  ended.  “I  can 
see  this  is  not  abating,”  he  said. 
“It’s  getting  worse,” 

Mayfield  outlined  the  two-fold 
United  States  dilemna  which 
involves  the  support  of  Israel  in 
order  to  tie  in  with  valuable 
Mid-East  natural  resources  while 


still  watching  the  Russian 
influence  grow  in  the  aroa. 

Mayfield  accused  the  American 
press  of  misrepresenting  the  war. 
“They  show  the  AralDS  on  the 
verge  of  pushing  Israel  into  the 
sea,”  he  claimed.  Arab  newsmen, 
he  continued,  take  an  opposite 
view. 

The  Arabs’  greatest  fear, 
according  to  Dr,  Mayfield,  is  that 
the  Israelis  will  conquer  the 
Middle  East.
